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The international application docs not comply with the requirements of unity of invention because it does not relate to one 
invention or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept. In coming to this conclusion 
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head comprises a first ""special technical feature". 

2. Claim 5 is directed to a speaker enclosure. It is considered that the membrane that is arranged on the housing to 
seal the at least one opoiing so that the speaker is shielded from water comprises a second '"special technical 
feature", 

3. Claim 12 is directed to a vibration conduction microphone. It is considered that the acoustic isolator that is 
positioned in the housing and being disposed about the transducer comprises a third "special technical feature". 



4. Claim 17 is directed to a vibration conduction microphone or (in one alternative of said claim) speaker enclosure. 
It is considered that having the microphone or speaker contacting the rear of the wearers head comprises a fourth "'special 
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Since the abovementioned groups of claims do not share any of the technical features identified, a "*technical relationship' 
between the inventions, as defined in PCT rule 13.2 does not exist. Accordingly the international application does not 
relate to one invention or to a single inventive concept, a priori. 
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
